Experienced by the Sailors 


Aboard the British 


Bark, Dundee. 


Started From Bremen, March 


4, and Reached Seat- 


tle Yesterday. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 30—The British 


bark Dundee. Captain James d. Steph- 
ens, arrived yesterday. The vessel .sail- 
ed from Bremen. Germany, March -I, 
bound for Seattle. In June, Avlien the 
vessel attempted to sail fround the 
Horn, ten of ilie crew of fourteen were 
laid up si.;:k rind worn out from their 
work and poor food. Heavy gales forced 
the :shin back and after sailing around 
the cape for a week with only three 
able bodied men, the other sailors 
forced the captain to put about ami 
run for Car>e Town. Before reaching 
that, port the sailors ruled to some ex- 
tent and the caiKain refuse:! to land. 
In the Straits of Sundu. on July S. the 
crew 
mutinied. 
The 
Bailors drew 


knives and forced the officers to seek 
protection, in their cabin. The officers 
secured guns and subdued ihe .sailors, 
taking their knives from thorn. The 
men refused to work the ship and it 
had a narrow escape from drifting on 
the rocks. In Uatavin. the crew was 
placed in irons. A crew of coolies was 
ship-ped and the vessel was navigated 
to Singapore, where tho sailors were 
tried for mutiny. Part of the number 
were sentenced to eleven weeks im- 
prisonment and the rest to nine weeks 
at hard labor. The men contended that 
the poor food and the brutal treatment 
of officers had forced them to mutiny. 
On the way to ihis port a top-sa.i! yard 
was lost in a heavy gale that compell- 
ed the vessel to lay to for ton days.

Moore, of ihe public safety

"How are you Nathan?" asked Di- 


rector Moore. 


"Well, I am probably as well as ca.n 


bo expected," replied Nathan. 


"It's an unfortunate affair," said Di- 


rector Moore. 


"I am in a very serious position," 


answered Nathan. 


In reply to a question from a news- 


paper representative, Nathan said he 
was ill years of age. He then refused 
to talk and made it, plainly evident, 
that. Ise did not. appreciate the presence 
of the visitors.

establish the identity of the writer of 
the missive.

was fictitious, there being no P. H. 
Smith among the registered physicians 
of Boston.
